To apply for membership, this application must he 
accompanied by the correct remittance, payable to the 

American Numismatic Association, as follows: 

Regular and Junior Membership $11.00 

Associate Membership 1.00 

Life Membership 150.00 

The $11.00 remittance required for a new Regular or 
Junior Membership includes an admission fee of $5.00. 
The annual dues of the Association are $6.00. The dues 
paid are prorated monthly during the first year of a new 
membership, then statements on January 1st adjust them 
to a calendar year basis. The Numismatist is sent free of 
charge to all members except Associate members. 

Names of applicants are published in The Numismatist 
in the second issue following date of receipt. If no ob¬ 
jections are received within 30 days after date of pub¬ 
lication, the applicant is admitted, and a membership 
card for the current year is sent along with notification 
of admission. In case of objections, the procedure specified 
in the By-Laws is followed. 

The American Numismatic Association offers the fol¬ 
lowing types of membership: 

Regular. Applicants for Regular membership must be at 
least 21 years of age. They must furnish the information 
requested on this application form, and be proposed for 
membership by a member, or give two professional or 
business references. 

Junior. Applicants less than 21 years of age may become 
Junior members if they are at least 17 years of age. A 
parent or guardian must sign this application as voucher. 
Membership numbers are assigned from the same sequence 
as Regular members, but preceded by the letter “J”, 
which will be removed u^n notification that the member 
has reached age 21. Junior members are not eligible to 
hold office or become Life members. 

Associate. Any individual, 17 years of age or over who 
is part of the immediate family of a Regular or Life 
member in good standing, may apply for Associate mem¬ 
bership on this form. The Numismatist is not sent to 
Associate members. Associate dues are $1.00 each year. 
Organizations. Clubs, societies, libraries and other organi¬ 
zations may apply for Regular memberships on this form. 
The address should be where The Numismatist and all 
other correspondence is to be mailed. Two or more offi¬ 
cers should sign the application as proposers. 

Life. Any individual who has been a Regular or Associate 
member for three years or longer may apply in writing 
to the Executive Secretary for Life membership, in ac¬ 
cordance with the By-Laws. All Life membership appli¬ 
cations are accepted or rejected by the Board of Gov¬ 
ernors of the A.N.A.
